Leghorne, June 13. 


Privateer of Final has brought 
in hither 2 French Tartans laden 
with Wine. The Englifh Con- 
ful here has bought 12000 Sacks 
of Meal, and fent it to Pifa, 
for the Ule of the Detachment of Im- 
perial Troops that are on the March for the 
Kingdom of Naples; and has given Order 
for making 2000 Chefts, in which he is to 
fend them a good Quantity of Powder, 
Arms, and other Ammunition. Some Mer- 
chants of this City have caus’ 600 Oxen to 
be bought at Tofalela in the Ecclefiaftical 
State, for the Ufe of the Imperialifts like- 
wife, The laft Advices from Provence fay 
they are fitting out 4 Gallies at Marfeilles 
ani7 Men of War at Toulon, to tranfport 
Succours to Naples: But the confederate 
Fleet being come upon the Coaft of Genoa, 
will tis believ’d fruftrate that Defign. 
Frankfort, June 26. The fretheft Advices 
from Italy, tell us the Detachment of Im- 
perialifts commanded by Count Taun have 
pafsd the Tiber ; that there are great Com- 
motions in Naples; that the Viceroy has 
order’d the Troops that were in the Province 
of Abruzzo into the fortified Towns ; and 
thus the Kingdom being laid open, the In- 
habitants of feveral Places have already de- 
clar'd for King Charles HI. Thefe Advices 
add, that the Inhabicants of Neufcharel in 
Switzerland, upon the firft Advice they re- 
ceiv'd of the Death of the Dutchefs of Ne- 
mours, thought fit to reinforce their Gar-

Liege, June 26. M. Cronftroom Gover- 
hour of Huy having fent our a Detachment 
of 25 Horfe of the independant Gompany 
that is garrifon’d there, with 4 Hand-Mor- 
tars and fome Fireworks, they advanc’d the 
25th ac Night co Namur on the Bank of the 
Sambre, over againft that Partof the Town 
Were are the Enemy’s largeft Magazines 


of Hay; and planting their Mortars there, - 


threw in all their Fireworks: Which done, 


they retir’d with all Expedition. M. de Sail. 


lant who commands in Namur, fent in Pur- 


fuit of them about 20e Huflars and fome 
other Horfe, who overtook them within a 
League and a half of Huy ; but our Party 
being fupported by 100 Men which M. 
Cronftroom had fent out to meet them, de- 
fended themfelves fo vigoroufly, thar the 
Enemy were cbiigd to retire with Lofs. 
We cannot learn yet for certain what 
Effeé& the Fireworks had, becaufe our Men 
had not Time to fee ic; but ’tis prefum’d 
they muft have done good Execution, be- 
caufe the Wind biew direétly into that Side 
of Namur whicre they were thrown. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 2. 
Namur, June 27. The 26th Inftant be- 
tween 1 and 2 a Clock in the Morning we 
were all in Alarm here, on Occafion of the 
Enemy’s having plac’d fome fmall Mortars 
over againft the Gate of St. Nicholas, where 
are our Magazines of Hay. They approach’d 
within a Stone’s-Caft of the Redoubt, yer 
our Mufqueteers from the Redoubt could 
do no Execution upon them; fo that in an 
Hour’s Time they threw in a great Number 
of Fire-balls. Our Magazines were in great 
Danger, but fuch Diligence and Care was 
usd, that the Hay was preferv’d from the 
Fire. While the Enemy were playing their 
Mortars, the Count de Saillant was in fuch 
a taking, that he durft not opena Gate to 
fend out a Party; but Day breaking and 
fhewing him they were but about 40 Men 
of the Garrifon of Huy, he detach’d 200 
Horfe down one fide of the Maes and 200 
Foot down the other, to purfue them ; but 
the Governour of Huy having potted 100 
Men in the Mid-way to fupport and bring 
off his Party, our Men were repuls’d with 
the Lofs of 3 kill'd and 6 or 7 wounded, and 
came back without one Prifoner, to the great 
Difpleafure of the Count de Saillant. 


Shields, June 28. Hore is arriv'd a Ship 
from Bofton in New-England laden with 
Tobacco, laft from Virginia, ----- Lowdon 
Matter. The Lynn Fleet with their Convoy 
is coming into this Port. 

Yarmouth, June 30. On Saturday laft came 
into our Road the Merlin Sloop with 14 
Sail from Lynn, &c, bound to the South- 
ward. The fame Day came from the North- 
ward about 70 Sail of laden Colliers and 
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Coafters under the Convoy of Her Majefty’s 
Ships the Larke and Nightingale, which 
Men of War came from Scotland, and off 
the Mouth of the: Humber the Lark retook 
a laden Pink belonging to this Town John 
Pain Mafter, on board of which a French 
Privateer had clap’d 15 Men ; but the Lark 
coming up, the Enemy had not time to take 
the Matter our of the Pink, nor the .15 
French Men, who are now on board the Man 
War. And this Morning came from the 
Southward the Rochefter’s-Prize and Poftil- 
lion, with about 14 Saii bound for Hull and 
that Coaft, and alfo the Queenborough and 
Feverfham with about 60 Saii of Light Col- 
liers. Here are alfo in this Road rer Ma- 
jefly’s Ships the Flamborough and Chatham- 
Prize. 

Harwich, July 1. On Sunday Morning the 
Eagie Pacquet-Boat faild from hence with 
the Mail for Holland, as did 40 Light Ships 
to the Northward, under the Convoy of the 
Pottillion and Rochetter’s-Prize.
